Water  Supply, 

The  statutory  undertaking  for  the  supply  of  water  is  the  Knutsford 
Light  and  Wate  Company  who  buy  water  in  bulk  from  Manchester  Corporation. 
The  water  is  soft  with  low  salinity  and  has  an  exceptionally  high  degree 
of  organic  purity  whilst  the  supply  has  at  all  times  been  satisfactory 
as  regards  quantity. 

Two  water  main  extensions  have  been  carried  out  durin, ,  the  year  to 
supply  additional  houses  on  the  Thorneyholme  Estate  and  a  further  exten¬ 
sion  was  made  on  the  Grove  House  Estate  to  cater  for  further  private 
development. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Although  every  effort  was  made  to  maintain  a  fortnightly  collection 
of  house  refuse  this  service  fell  somewhat  into  arrears  towards  the  end 
of  the  year.  A  sub-committee  has  been  formed  with  a  view  to  re-organising 
the  house  refuse  collection  service  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  weekly  service 
can  be  started  in  the  New  Year. 

The  S  &  D  Freighter  continues  to  give  satisfactory  service  but  this 
has  now  been  in  use  for  five  years  and  consideration  will  soon  have  to  be 
given  to  itfs  replacement. 

The  tip  in  Beg  arman' s  Lane  is  now  almost  filled  and  tip;,  ing  will 
cease  there  early  in  the  New  Year,  when  the  surfacing  of  the  site  will 
have  to  be  completed.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  access  and  road  to  the  new  Tip  Site  at  Shawheath. 

Salvage  and  Kitchen  Waste. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Council  were  successful  in  winding 
a  prize  of  £30.  in  the  Waste  Paper  Recovery  Competition  held  during 
1951,  with  a  collection  figure  which  averaged  between  1.028  and  1.307  tons 
per  1000  population  per  month.  Unfortunately,  the  position  deteriorated 
and  the  price  fell  progressively  from  £16.  0.  0.  per  ton  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  to  £6.  10.  0.  per  ton  in  August,  ith  the  result  that  the 
value  of  the  waste  paper  collected  fell  con  i  erably  below  that  estimated. 
In  addition,  with  the  fall  in  price,  difficulty  has  arisen  in  the  disposal 
of  waste  paper  and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  although  collection  has  been 
confined  to  business  premises,  some  15  tons  of  baled  waste  paper  has  been 
accumul ated.

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Infectious  Disease  and  Pis inf e c tion , 


Investigations  have  "been  carried  out  during  the  year  into  the  more 
serious  types^  of  infectious  disease  notified  and  all  reasonable  pre¬ 
cautions .  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  The  number  of  cases 
alter  which  disinfection  was  considered  necessary  was  small,  eight 
horses  only  being  disinfected  during  the  year. 

Disinfestation. 

During  tne  general  inspection  of  the  District  nine  promises  were 
found  to  be  infested  with  vermin  and  of  these  five  were  found  to  be 
infested  with  bed  bugs.  In  all  cases  treatments  with  insecticide  were 
carried,  out  and  satisfactory  results  obtained. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

All  the  sewerage  irom  the  Urban  District  is  carried  by  gravitating 
sewers  to  the  disposal  works  on  the  North-East  boundary  of  the  town, 
'reatrnent  has  been  carried  out  quite  satisfactorily.  Samples  of 
ei fluent  taken  during  the  year  by  the  Mersey  River  Board" were  all  classed 
as  sati si actory. 

An  extension  of  the  sewer  has  been  carried  out  on  the  War •  en  Avenue 
site  to  cater  :  or  the  private  development  on  the  Ladies  Mile  and  for  the 

ePS  °f  the  houses  for  'the  reception  of  overspill  from  Stret:  ord. 

and  ball ord.  Some  250  yds  of  sewer  in  Sanctuary  Moor  had  to  be  renewed 
owing  to  subsidence. 

Rodent  Control. 


The  Council  has  one  part-time  operative  who  has  been  trained  in 
methods  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  6c  Fisheries.  In¬ 
festations  ^on  domestic  premises  are  treated  free  of  charge,  whilst  in 
tne  case  of  business  premises  the  costs  are  recovered  from  the  persons 
responsible.  ^

The  routine  treatments  of  the  Council’ s  sewers  have  been  carried 
out  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries.  At  the 
maintenance  treatment  in  March  infestation  was  observed  in  4  manholes 
out  of  a  total  of  26  baited  whilst  at  the  10%  test  in  September  in¬ 
festation  was  found  in  12  of  the  14  manholes  baited.  There  are  320 
manholes  in  the  foul  sewer  system. 

The  Council  received  the  50%  grant  for  approved  expenditure,  for 
the  provision  of  this  service,  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  cc 
Fisheries. 

In.  pection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods . 

All  the  butchers  in  the  town  continue  to  obtain  their  meat  supplies 
from  the  Ministry  of  Food’s  Central  Slaughte  ing  Depot  in  Altrincham 
where  inspection  takes  place  at  the  time  of  slaughter.  Periodic  visits 
have  been  made  to  the  shops  and  the  meat  exposed  for  sale  was  of  a 
reasonable  quality.

There  are  5  dairies  in  the  area,  other  than  those  at  farms  which 
are  the  responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  &  Fisheries 
and  there  are  8  retail  purveyors  of  milk. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  year  with  a  dairyman  who 
attempted  to  establish  a  dairy  in  the  town  under  very  unsatisfactory 
conditions,  but  before  it  became  necessary  to  take  any  action  the 
business  was  disposed  of  to  outside  interests.  I  might  add  that  none 
of  the  milk  w as  for  distribution  in  the  town. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

There  are  four  factory  chimneys  in  the  area  and  observations  have 
been  made  from  time  to  time  during  the  year.  In  the  case  of  one  chimney 
at  a  recently  re-opened  factory,  considerable  annoyance  and  discomfort 
was  caused  to  people  living  in  the  neighbourhood.  Represent,  tio^s  were 
made  to  the  management  of  this  factory  who  fpoved  to  be  most  co-operative 
and  as  a  result  of  suggested  modifications  and  a  change  of  fuel  any 
further  nuisance  from  smoke  has  now  been  overcome.
